To THE INHABITANTS OF THE TOWN OF EPPING INTERESTED IN 


SCHOOL AFFAIRS: 


It is a matter of duty as well as custom at the close of each 
school year that the School Board should render an account of: 
their work for the past year and call the attention of the entire 
community to the condition of our schools. 

By a study of the report of the District Treasurer and of the 
foregoing statistics much valuable information may be had. Asa 
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whole we feel that our labors have not been in vain, and, although 
our schools have not acquired that degree of excellence that we 
would like to see them attain, yet it is evident that some progress 
has been made in the right direction, and that continued efforts 
will in the end produce the required results. At the last annual 
election an appropriation was made for the support of a primary 
school on the north side of the village, which has to some extent 
relieved the overcrowded condition of our schools in the lower 
grades, and we feel confident that the coming year will reap still 
greater results from this source. 

It occurs to us, if this school is to be Segcned that the district 
would be benefitted financially by procuring a room of our own, 
rather than being obliged to pay a yearly rent. The teachers whom 
we have employed for the.past year have many of them, through 
long continued service in our schools, become too well known to 
the parents and citizens of the district to require any criticism at 
our: hands, and those who have more recently entered upon this 
vocation seem to have been possessed of excellent aptness and de- 
sirable qualifications for teaching and training those placed under 
their charge. 

Although good teachers are necessary in order to maintain good 
schools, yet we fear that ofttimes too much is required of them, 
and that they are expected to maintain a high standard of scholar- 
ship regardless of the numerous obstacles they are obliged to en- 
counter. 

Success in educational work as well as in any other industry re- 
quires that all connected should work in perfect harmony. The 
officers, teachers, parents and pupils should all labor together for 
the upbuilding of our schools, and not until all unite with this 
grand purpose in view shall we see the schools of this town become 
the equal of any in the country. 

One of the greatest evils with which both officers and teachers 
have been obliged to contend is that of irregularity of attendance, 
and in some cases the seeming indifference of parents as to whether 
they should require their children to be regular and punctual in 
their attendance upon each and every session of school, or should 
send them only such part of the time as actually required by law, 
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and allow them to roam about the streets for the remainder of the 
year. No business could ever be successful if attended to for only 
one day in each week and left to its own destruction for the re- 
mainder of the time. Parents, how can you expect your children 
to become proficient in their studies, if you do not require them to 
go to school every day while there is a school? __ 

If you will attend to this requirement, we will endeavor to carry 
out the remainder, and feel confident that all will be better satisfied 
with the results. 

In view of the fact that a large percentage of our children end 
their schooldays when they leave our schools, it seems that some 
are inclined to give insufficient attention to this important part of 
their children’s lives, and thus are willing to let them begin life’s 
work without the preparation necessary to carry them forward to 
success and future prosperity. 

We also find that teachers are not entirely responsible for bad 
order in their schools. Especially is this true when the pupils have 
received poor discipline at home, and if corrected at school are 
told that the teacher is the one that is wrong and that he or she is 
not a suitable person to fill the position. 

We notice that in many of the schools the number of visitors has 
increased. ‘This is very gratifying, both to officers and teachers, and 
we would ask that your visits become more frequent,:as you will 
thereby be better informed concerning the management of the 
schools, and at the same time, stimulate the scholars to greater 
efforts. 

It is hoped that none will hastily condemn either school or 
teacher until they have first visited the school and made a thorough 
investigation of its condition.
